This is to state that all of the salable apple, one-year pear, plum and sweet cherry stock 
now growing in Worley’s Nurseries, York Springs, Pennsylvania, have been examined for 
trueness-to-name by A. P. French, O. C. Roberts, and W. D. Weeks. To the best of our knowl- 
edge and belief, these trees are true-to-name as they now stand in the nursery row. 


The salable peach trees in this nursery were also examined and any mixtures observed 
were rectified. While it is impossible to positively identify all peach varieties in the nursery 
row, it is possible to eliminate a high percentage of the mixtures.

TRIOGEN (N. J. 70)—Deep red, highly colored. Yellow freestone peach. Ripens just before 
Hale-Haven, colors up and stays firm on tree for a week. 

SUNHIGH (N. J. 82)—-Large smooth bright red peach coloring all over. Flesh has a tendency 
to adhere to pit when hard ripe. But due to the hardiness of the tree bearing large crops an- 
nually, it is becoming a very important variety. 

HALE-HAVEN—A cross between Hale and South Haven. Yellow freestone. Heavy bearer. 
Large high red color. An excellent shipper. 

GOLD-EAST (N. J. 87)—Large highly colored yellow freestone. Ripens right after Golden 
Jubilee. Colors up early. 

SUMMER CREST (N. J. 94)—Large yellow freestone. Gets red all over. World’s highest 
colored peach. Excellent flavor. Ripens just before Elberta. 

ELBERTA—Most undoubtedly the king of all peaches. It has stood the test of time as one of 
the best producers of high quality fruit of good size and good shipping quality and is an excellent 
canner. It will produce a good crop over a large variety of soils, and a greater variety of 
climates than any other peach. This is the original Elberta. 

J. H. HALE—When you plant Worley’s strain of Hale, you are getting the best. We have spent 
years in obtaining this strain of Hale and it is superior to all others. The skin is deep crimson 
yellow, smooth and fuzzless. For best results, plant some other variety with it.

Cherry trees will not thrive on flat or wet land. The soil must be dry. It might be light sand 
or clay loam, or any soil between these. The only stipulation is dryness. 

Also another important fact about cherry trees is the rootstock; namely, the Mazzard and 
Mahaleb. The Mazzard is the old type rootstock that your father and grandfather would graft. 
These are natural sweet cherry roots and live over a long period. The other is the Mahaleb, 
the imported sour cherry root. This rootstock is standard for sour cherries but when sweet 
cherry varieties are budded on this root they usually have a shorter life than when budded on 
the Mazzard rootstock.

SOUR CHERRY TREES 


W orley’s Selected Strain of Montmorency 


All the buds for our Montmorency are cut off the Sunset Orchards, owned and operated by 
the C. H. Musselman Co. During the fruiting season Professor Ruef of The Pennsylvania State 
College and Glenn Slaybaugh, manager of the Musselman Orchards, along with other men from 
our state experiment station, select the most productive trees in the orchard and mark and test 
them for ring spot. Ring spot is a disease known to few orchardmen, that causes the fruit buds 
to develop farther apart on the tree, thereby causing a reduction in your cherry crop before 
planting the tree. The only way to be sure of getting ring spot free trees is by testing the trees 
in the orchard and then obtaining budwood from those trees only. This process of selection has 
been carried on for approximately ten years and we venture to say that our Musselman strain 
of Montmorency sour cherries is superior to all others.

PEAR TREES 


List of Standard Varieties 


BARTLETT—Heavy producer. The old standard variety, and one of the finest dessert and 
eating pears. Deep golden yellow with a red cheek. 


CLAPPS FAVORITE—Trees are hardy and do well everywhere. Pear has a long neck, yellow 
spotted and dull red. Fine grained, very sweet and highly flavored, yielding heavy regularly. 

KIEFFER—Hardiest, best keeping, most blight resistant of all pears. Large yellow pear of 
fine quality; the crisp flesh has a delicious musky aroma which makes it a favorite for canning. 


SECKEL—Rich, spicy, tender little sugar pear. Russet yellow with firm flesh. Hardy and blight 
resistant trees, vigorous and bears very late. 


WORDEN SECKEL—It is a very large type of the old-fashioned seckel, ripening in October. 


WAITE PEAR—It is about the same size as Bartlett, ripening before the Kieffer. The flesh is 
very smooth and has a tartish flavor. It is an excellent pear for canning. The tree is very blight 
resistant, but does require cross pollination. 


SHELDON—A very vigorous growing tree, producing fruit that is very sweet and high in 


PLUM TREES 


ABUNDANCE—A very healthy tree that bears young fruit. It is medium sized, bright red 
with a light yellow, juicy, tender flesh. 


BURBANK—Hardy, high yielding plum. A large size cherry red fruit. It has a firm sweet 
meaty flesh. The fine flavor of this plum makes it a favorite for canning and marketing. 
FELLENBURG (Italian Prune)—Dark purple with a bluish bloom. The flesh is firm, juicy 
and has a delicious flavor. It is a favorite for canning and drying prunes grown at home. 


WICKSON—Has a long fruit ripening period; variable in size; extra large fruit; color dark 
red over yellow. The flesh is yellow to amber, juicy, coarse somewhat fibrous, firm sweet, early 
mid-season. 


STANLEY PURE—Newest and most profitable commercial and home orchard variety. A very 
heavy bearer of large, blue full flavored fruit. When canned the flesh keeps its rich golden color. 


SHIRO—Extra large handsome yellow plum. Sweet juicy, tender fleshed plum, that produces 
heavy crops in late August. 


SANTA ROSA—Fruit is large, round, purplish red; flesh is red near the skin. Very high 
quality, early plum. The tree is a vigorous grower and bears heavily. 


NECTARINE TREES 


The Nectarine is a smooth skinned peach, having a skin like the plum; however, it is not 
a cross between a plum and peach which is generally the foregone conclusion. The fruits are 
very delicious for eating and will sell fast at a roadside market. 


SURE CROP—White fleshed freestone. Large with an attractive bright red skin, with an 
excellent flavor. The tree is hardy and a very vigorous grower. 


HUNTER—Yellow fleshed freestone. The fruit is large, round, and high in quality. The tree is 
hardy and a vigorous grower.

To estimate the number of plants required for an acre, at any given distance, multiply the 
distance between rows by the distance between the plants, which will give the number of square 
feet allotted to each plant and divide number of square feet in an acre (43,560) by this number 
The quotient will be the number of plants required.

PLANTING—Dig holes twice the size necessary to take in all the roots; thr tet i 

side, and use it for filling around the roots; tread the earth hard after planting. the ive Ree Sal 
the roots when filling in the earth depends on the moisture condition of the ground. If dry, use plenty of 
water. After planting and during the summer sufficient water should be used to keep the earth moist. 

; PRUNING—The limbs of all fruit and ornamental trees, shrubs and roses should be cut back two- 
thirds when planted. Remove all surplus branches from trees, leaving say three main stems as a basis 
for head. Always prune _to an outside bud, insuring outward growth. Peach trees should be pruned to a, 
whip and a head established second year, either high or low as preferred. All roots should be pruned 
smoothly before planting, cutting off the ends where bruised by digging and shortening others. This is 
as important as pruning the top. 

MULCHING—Mulching is a most necessary factor in/suceessful planting. Cover a space around the 
tree or shrub to a distance of three feet, using coarse manure, lawn clippings or grass is effective for 
this purpose if manure cannot be secured. The mulching retains moisture, retards the growth of weeds 
and facilitates quick growth. When straw or manure is left on the ground all winter, clear a space of 
fifteen inches around the tree to avoid damage from mice. 

_DRAINAGE—Your time and money is wasted if you plant on undrained soil. All hollows should be 
avoided when selecting positions for planting. 

: STAKING—Every tree should be thoroughly staked and tied with some soft material. Constant mo- 
tion of the wind kills more newly planted trees than any other cause. They cannot make root or fibre 
unless they are perfectly stationary. 

: LABELS—Labels should be removed and some other method adopted for recording varieties. The 
wires will cut and damage the limbs. 

CULTIVATION—Hoe or cultivate frequently. Nothing can thrive if the weeds are allowed to sap 
the life of the soil.
